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Dwindling dollars force departmental changes

Students at LSUS may notice some 
changes in the way their classes are now 
administered due to the departmental reorga¬ 
nization that took place this summer 

After reviewing the university structure, 
the administration recommended reorganiza- 
non of the departments to bring about a more 
cost-effective delivery of programs. While 
each college experienced some departmental 
shifts, the College of Liberal Am faced com¬ 
plete reorganization. 

Such restructuring has created some 
strange bedfellows. For example, the depart¬ 
ment of Foreign Languages is now housed 
under Fine Arts, while Criminal Justice is 
under Communications, yielding a new tide: 
Department of Communications and Profes¬ 
sional Studies. 1 

Dr. Ann McLaurin* dean of Liberal Arts, 


said that reorganization was proposed by the 
newly-appointed chancellor, John Darling, 
upon his first visit to the college in the spring 
of 1991. 

"The idea was to give die university a new 
direction and streamline it, making it more 
efficient and productive, 7 ’ she said. 

McLaurin then set tip an advisory commit¬ 
tee composed of representatives from each 
department. "I also asked each of the depart¬ 
ment chairs to go back to their faculty and ask 
for plans for restructuring, to ensure that fac¬ 
ulty members who were not department heads 
would also have input;' she said. 

About 15 to 20 possible models were 
reviewed before the final plan was set lorih in 
May of 1992. The new department chairs 
were named June 1. The new plan resulted in 
the consolidation of Communications and 
Criminal Justice, and Foreign Languages 
tinder Fine Arts, as well as a merging of His¬ 
tory, Political Science and Sociology 10 form 


a department of History and Social Sciences, 
The English department remains on its own 
due 10 its large size, with 18 full time faculty. 

Size seems to have been a major factor in 
the reorganization. The new combinations are 
intended to achieve a better numerical balance 
and spread die workload more evenly among 
the department chairs. 

'This plan attempts to reduce the bureau¬ 
cratic and administrative structure," said 
McLaurin. "Plus, we've actually gained more 
regular faculty because there are now two 
department heads teaching full time. The stu¬ 
dents get the benefit of more instruction by 
full time staff. w 

Dr Ron Byrd, dean of the College of Edu¬ 
cation, said that while the college has not 
implemented any restructuring of its own, 
there may be some changes in the future, 

"Wcvc been interested in Sociology com¬ 


ing over here to combine with Psycho^g) 
because the two disciplines have a lot of com¬ 
mon interests," he said. "WeVc still interest¬ 
ed," he added, pointing out that no formal 
plans have been made for such a change. 

Dr Byrd also said that the only rcslruetur 
ing for the College of Education would occur 
"if something moved in or out. Our depart¬ 
ments are very logically set up, so there's not 
much to change," 

“From a management perspective, tiny 
departments don’t help in terms of resource 
management*" he added. “Financially* it does¬ 
n't make much sense," Both Byrd and McLau¬ 
rin agree that this type of change isn’t limilcd 
to LSUS. 

"This* is happening nationwide because of 
dwindling resources," said McLaurin, "I 
understand people are uncomfortable with the 
change. It’s like breaking up a family. But 
once everyone gets used to it, it will function 
quite well."

After more than Lhrec months of 
interviewing applicants. Student 
Activihcs will finally have a new 
director. 

Jennie Taylor, currently the stu¬ 
dent activities director for the 
University of Central Arkansas in 
Conway, Ark., was chosen by a 
seven member search committee 
composed of students, faculty and 
staff. She will come to LSUS per¬ 
manently in November to fill the 
position left open when Kathryn 
Andre resigned last spring. 

Dr. Bill Stowe, committee chair¬ 
man, said 114 people applied for the 
position, seven of which were inter¬ 
viewed, The committee* with a 
unanimous vote, nominated Taylor 
to Vice Chancellor of Student 
Affairs, 

"We really felt like we needed 
someone who knew something 
about commuter schools," Stowe 
I said, "andTaylor had served as stu-

deni activities director for Louisiana 
College for four years before going 
to UCA. 

"One of the things wc hear from 
some of Jennie’s references is that 
she's a workaholic,” he said. 

Allison DeFatia, president of the 
Student Activities Board, was a stu¬ 
dent member of the search commit¬ 
tee who met Taylor during her inter¬ 
view. 

"She's very enthusiastic, very 4 stu¬ 
dent oriented," DcFatta said, "She’s 
the type of person 1 feel will have an 
open-door policy. 1 ’ 

Taylor was the third interviewee 
to be extended an invitation from 
the University to take lire position as 
Student Activities director. Two 
others who had been offered the 
position opted to decline. 

Taylor holds a bachelor of sci¬ 
ence degree in religious education 
from Mississippi College and a mas¬ 
ter of religious education degree 
from New Orleans Baptist 
Theological Seminary,- She plans to 
visit LSUS in September,

Ferguson plans retirement 


• Vice chancellor 
to leave Sept. 30

When Larry Ferguson began his 
career as an accountant ai LSUS in 
1967, the brand new campus con¬ 
sisted of the library and science 
building and the building housing 
the power plant for the university. 
The enrollment was about 800 
freshmen and the university did not 
have 4-year, degree-graming status. 

After 25 years at LSUS, 
Ferguson, vice-chancellor for busi¬ 
ness affairs, will retire at the end of 
September. Ferguson is proud of 
the progress he has witnessed at the 
university, LSUS has evolved into 
a 4-ycar degree-granting university 


with a campus facility of three addi¬ 
tional building completed and more 
under construction . The 1992 
enroll mem is just over 4,800 stu¬ 
dents and student housing on cam¬ 
pus will soon become a reality. 

Tve seen it all grown, from day 
one,*' he said, "from almost nothing 
to what it is today,* 

As chief financial officer for the 
university , one of Ferguson's 
responsibilities has been budget 
planning and administration. 
"When l started here, we had no 
computer center and there were no 
entries on the books. All the busi¬ 
ness side of the university was han¬ 
dled at the Baton Rouge campus," 
he said. ''The bookkeeping was 
done by hand," 

His budgeting expertise will be 
missed. Dr. Ann McLaurin, Dean 
of the College of Liberal Arts, said 
that Ferguson would explain the 
budget until she could easily under¬ 


stand it; then, if necessary a month 
later, explain it again. "Now 1 won't 
have any one as good-natured and 
patient as Larry has been all these 
years with the budget," she said. 

Ferguson plans to lake it easy in 
retirement. He wants to do more 
quail hunting in west Texas this fall 
when he retires. Tve never been 
able to hun t as much as l wanted in 
the past," he said. He has not ruled 
out future employment, but first 
wants to relax with his wife, Joy, 
who retired earlier this year, 

Ferguson grew up in Dubach, a 
community 12 miles north of 
Ruston. After graduation from 
Louisiana Tech, he moved to 
Shreveport to work as an accoun¬ 
tant for an oil company. He never 
dreamed he would have a long-time 
career in a public university system. 
"It's been a great place to work," he 
said. "My only regret in retirement, 
however, is leaving the good friends

Cheating: what it is, 
what the penalties are

Almost everybody has done it once t some more than 
others. Some make it a way of getting through school. 
But what happens when someone catches you? What 
happens when you are caught cheating?

I think the faculty has a good 
idea that it goes on, hut it is 
too hard to catch students . 
That’s why / like to give essay 
tests because it makes it hard¬ 
er to cheat. 


According to the L5US handbook, cheating or aca¬ 
demic dishonesty is defined in 10 different ways: 
copying another's test paper or computer file, using 
unauthorized materials during a test, getting informa¬ 
tion during a test, obtaining all or part of an unadminis- 
tered test, selling or giving away test, bribing someone 
else to obtain tests, substituting someone else for your¬ 
self to take a test, submitting as your own any report, 
essay, term paper, computer program or artwork pre¬ 
pared totally or in part by another, selling or giving stu¬ 


dents artwork, papers or computer programs and pla¬ 
giarism* 

The categories of cheating are many, but the penal- 
lies are few. A teacher can warn the student of the pos¬ 
sible risk of his behavior, give the student a grade lower 
on that assignment or an F, five an F in the course, or 
send the matter to the Vice Chancellor for Academic 
Affairs for routing to the Admissions and Standards 
Committee for a hearing. 

The Admissions and Standards Committee, com¬ 
prised of seven faculty members and two students, only 
heard two cases last year. Dr Laurence Hardy, chair¬ 
man of the committee, feels that cheating at LSUS is 
not any more of a problem than on any other campus. 
"1 think the faculty has a good idea that it goes on, but 
it is too hard to catch students. Thai's why I like to give 
essay tests because it makes it harder to cheat/' 

Dr. Dalton Cloud, who was on the committee last 
year, also agreed that cheating docs happen on campus 
but that it is not a widespread problem. Cloud says that 
students who do catch persons cheating think ifs not 
worth it to to Lum them in or that they don't want to be 
the snitch, M U'$ also very hard to prove. You have to 
have evidence and hard data to back up Lhe allegation, 
most of the time you only have hearsay." 

While not all students cheat all the lime, there arc 
the ones that do who justify or rationalize their dishon¬ 
esty. Dr. Jeffrey Ickcs, director of counseling services 
at LSUS, says* "It may be the pre-med or pre-law stu¬ 
dent who knows he has to have good grades to get in. 
Then again it may be someone with a low self-esteem, 
who needs the good grades to make them fed better *
